T H E A T R IC A L A D V E N T U R E ON T H E M ISSISSIPPI. 


D ear P .— For want of something better, I send you 
the particulars of a recent adventure of mine on board 
the A rk Theatre, which you are at liberty to put into 
the fire or the Spirit of the Times. 
fn our journey up the river to the lower country, we 
arrived near evening in the village of V----------, on the 
banks of the Mississippi.
